NEW SPEED. MEASURING 
DEVICE TO BE USED 
ON MAINE ROADS... 

A public information periog to 
acquaint. Maine drivers with a 
new speed measuring device to be 
used bythe Maine State Police 
will begin Monday, Col. Parker 
F. Hennesey has. announced, 

The device ‘willbe used. dur- 
ing the entire month. of October 
to detect violators of (Maine's 
speed statulés, Drivers so detec~ 
ted will be issued courtesy warn- 
ing cards explaining the device, 
Hennessey said, 

Called VASCAR, the device is 
a visual average speed computer 
and recorder currently being 
used for enforcemérit purposes in 
18 other states. Itsy operation is 
based on the formula—specd 
equals distance divided by time. 
And it is capable of clocking the 
average speed of vehicles travel- 
ing In virtually any direction. 

Thirty-five units have been 
purchased initially by the Maine 
State Police and installed in 
all seven troops of the départ- 
ment, Acquisition of more of the 
devices is planned in the future, 

More than 50 state police offi+ 
cers Have been trained and have 
dualified as certified operators of 
the device, Hennessey sald, and 
more aré to be trained,
